TUBERCULOSIS. 


Five  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which  four 
were  pulmonary. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year,  a mobile  X— ray  unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  visited  the  area.  Several  days  were  spent  at  Tenby  and 
at  Pembroke  Dock,  and  a number  of  Pembroke  Rural  inhabitants  were 
X-rayed.  A much  larger  proportion  of  the  population  was  unable 
to  attend  at  either  of  these  centres.
